SIMS GETS ROUSING. 
WELCOME HOME 


New York Harbor Resounds to Joyous 
Din as Admiral Aboard Mauretania 
Reaches Port 


New York.—Vice-Admiral William 
S. Sims, who directed America’s war- 
time operations in European waters, 
arrived at quarantine at 3:30 o'clock 
Monday afternoon on the British liner 
Mauretania. Escorted by a flotilla of 
destroyers and airplanes, the admir- 
al’s ship, which also brought home 
3080 American soldiers, was met by 
a fleet of harbor craft bearing naval 


and municipal officers and members 
of the overseas commander's family. 

As the big transport came abreast 
the health station, the lower harbo1 
rang with the din of welcoming craft 
and the cheers of the returning 
troops. The naval yacht, with Rear- 
Admiral C. H. Burrage aboard as the 
representative of Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt, moved out 
into the channel, ready to receive the 
admiral and his staff for transport up 
the bay. 

How Rear-Admiral William S. 
Sims, accompanied by one aid, pro- 
ceeded incognito into England under 
Navy Department orders issued him 
two weeks before the United States 
entered the war against Germany, was 
told the Associated Press by the ad- 

miral here Monday night on his re- 
turn from overseas. 

In reply to questions, he gave in 
simple words a straightforward ac- 
count of his mission, passing with 
dispassionate comment over many an 
incident of his adventure that well 
could be incorporated into the most 
romantic of war stories. 

On March 24 or 25, 1917, the ad- 
miral said, while he was president of 
the Naval War College at Newport, 
he was ordered to report ‘‘without 
delay’’ to the Secretary of the Navy 
at Washington. He was not notified 
of the nature of the business to be 
discussed. Upon his arrival there he 
was received in secret conference 
with Secretary Daniels and Admiral 
Benson, chief of naval operations. 

He was told that it ‘“look& as 
though we shall go to war," and it 
was briefly explained that he was to 
go at once ‘‘to see the people on the 
other side’ and reach an understand- 
ing as to how the United States best 
could co-operate with allied sea forces 
in operations against Germany. One 
aid. would be allowed to accompany 
him, he was told, and his identity 
must not be known until it might be 
decided to reveal it after his safe ar- 
rival abroad. 

Commander J. V. Babcock of New 
Hampton, Ia., aid to Admiral Sims at 
Newport. was chosen to accompany 
him and both officers immediately 
donned civilian clothes. 

Simultaneously they dropped their 
names and assumed others ‘‘more 
suitable to the occasion."’ Admiral 

Sims said he did not clearly remem- 
ber what name he bore on his incog- 
nito adventure. 

“‘Babcock and I chose ‘Richardson 
and Robertson’ as near as I can re- 
eall,’? he said. ‘‘! can't think of the 
full names, and IT am not at all sure 
that these are correct, but that's how 
I seem to remember them."* 

The admiral and his aid sailed from 
the port of New York, March 31, 
1917, on the steamship New York, he 
said. No one on the vessel recog- 
nized them and they passed the time 
as ordinary voyagers without feeling 
any unusual fear of their identity 
being revealed. 

News of the declaration of war by 
the United States on April 6 reached 
them by the ship's wireless news 
service. It did not disturb them. 

Entering Liverpool harbor on April 
9 in a thick mist, the steamer struck 
a mine and a hole was blown in one 
of her forward compartments; but 
the admiral and his ald were ‘‘not 
‘especially disturbed" by that either. 

There was no reception committee 
to meet them at the docks in Liver- 
pool, Admiral Sims said. They went 
ashore unnoticed, ‘like anybody 
else.” A special train was waiting in 
the Liverpool railroad yards, how- 
ever, with Admiral Hope aboard, rep- 
resenting the British admiralty. 

They arrived in London on April 
10, both Admiral Sims and Com- 
mander Babcock still wearing their 
civilian clothes. They went at once 
to the admiralty offices, where Aa- 
miral Sims went into conference with 
Admiral Jellicoe. 

; On April 13, at a luncheon in Lon- 
don, the United States ambassador 
made the formal announcement that 
Admiral Sims had arrived in the 
country. After that the admiral and 
his aid reappeared in their navy uni- 
forms and abandoned the names of 
“Richardson and Robertson” for all 
time. 

Commenting on “how he happened 
to be’’ the officer selected to go 
abroad, Admiral Sims said: : 

“I was the logical selection for a 
number of reasons. I had been naval

During the Chateau Thierry offens- 
ive, the circular discloses, approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of the troops en- 
gaged were afflicted with diarrheal 
diseases, such as simple diarrhea, 
bacillare dysentery, typhoid and para- 
typhold. 

“The high incidence of intestinal 
diseases in this sector,” the chief sur- 
geon says, ‘‘was due to entire disre- 
gard of the rules of sanitation.”

BACK ON THE JOE 


Saturday Half-Holiday Will Prevail to 
October 1; Bonuses for Machinists; 
Agreement Made Public 


San Francisco.—Labor difficulties in 
the metal trades industry of the bay 
district have been adjusted, and all 
machinists and boilermakers have re- 
turned te work in the shipyards and 
the shops outside. 

The terms of the agreement be- 
tween the officers of the International 
Association Machinists and the 
California Metal Trades Association 
under which the men return to work 
were ratified by the membership of 
the employers’ association April 4.

lication within’ a reasonable time.” 

The memorandum was signed by 
Robert Fechmer and William Han- 
non for the machinists, and O. .H. 
Fischer, A. S. Gunn, George Armes, 
William J. Brady and Frank B. Drake 
for the employers. 

The conditions under which the 
boilermakers return to work in the 
shops outside the shipyards in this 
city were signed for the union by 
Charles E. Clark, David Spillane and 
M. J.‘ McGuire, and are as follows: 

“Men are to receive retroactive 
pay from October 24, and $22.50 for 
each journeyman, $15 for each 
helper, for all men on the pay roll 
from August 1 to October 24, Men 
employed any period of the above 
time shall receive the pro rata of 
$22.50 and $15.”
